There was no loss of life among 
them, so far as known, but at Vaipa- 
raiso the prisofi Walls fell and crushed 
140 prisoners to death.

It is believed that all 
the houses will have to be pulled 
down, owing to the severe shaking

SMALL VILLAGES DESTROYED. 

A number of small villages in the 
Terremonte districts were totally de- 
stroyed. At Terremonte, the populace 
tried to pillage the business houses 
which had remained standing, but the 
employés successfully defended the 
places.

Shipbuilding Company. 

ALL EFFORTS FRUITLESS.

HONOLULU, Aug. 20.—While it was 
at first thought that the Manchuria 
could be floated without much diffi- 
culty, all efforts have so far been in 
vain.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2%.—Ecuador 
has proclaimed a new tariff schedule, 
which has reached the State Depart- 
ment, and will become effective No- 
vember 1. The schedules provide for 
a complete reclassification and make 
‘reductions on some classes of goods 
sent from the United States to 
Ecuador, but no marked alterations in 
the chief exports from this country to 
Deuador. 

A reduction of about 1 cent a pound 
is made on manufactured steel, iron, 
brass, bronze, copper and tin. ; 

Fiour and tard are the chief 
from this country to Ecuador, and on 
these products there is no change in 
duty. The American flour trade with 
Ecuador shows a marked increase. 

A curtous feature of the new tariff 
act in Ecuador is that it permits cab- 
inet members to enjoy exemption from 
duty on goods they import for their 
own use.

Southern Pacific track badly damaged 
between Imperial Junction and Mecca, 
and an unofficial report announcing a 
rise of seven inches in the Colorado 
River, with a correspondingly steady 
rise of the Salton Sea, it was unneces- 
sary to post “busy day” signs in any 
of the local railway offices yesterday. 

Since Saturday night, trans-contl- 
nental traffic by way of the Espee, 
through El Paso, and the Santa Fé 
main line, has ,been absolutely cut off. 

Although hundreds of men have been 
working day and night on the breaks 
occasioned by the cloudbursts in Ari- 
gona, Saturday and Saturday night, 
late reports yesterday held forth no 
hope of reéstablishing communication 
on either of the roads before an early 
hour this morning. 

Should this be done, the Santa Fé 
and Southern Pacific westbound trains, 
which should have arrived Saturday, 
will reach Los Angeles during today 
and tonight, if good weather continues 
and there is no recurrence of the rains 
which caused the trouble. 

No eastbound trains left the city 
yesterday over, the affected line of the 
Southern Pacific, and orders were 
given that no train should. moved 
out, until definite news of the repairs 
of the breaks had been received. The 
Santa Fé, however, sanguine of repair- 
ing the last gaps in the washouts at an 
early hour, yesterday evening allowed 
its through trains to go out on time.

Although the Santa Fé suffers the 
greatest affected miieage, the situation 
of the Southern Pacific with the floods 
from the mountains sweeping its track 
on the one side, and the rising Colorado 
River forcing the waters of Salton Sea 
up to meet it on the other—is far more 
serious, ; 

From Imperial Junction to Mecca, 
through the stretch of Southern Pa- 
cific main line which the Salton Sea 
has been threatening and periodically 
driving back toward the foothills for 
the past year and a half, the cloud- 
burst of Saturday made a hundred sus- 
pension bridges. 

For several years past there have 
been no such rains in this section of 
the country. When the new line was 
laid a few months ago, as high up on 
the hills as the topography of the 
country would allow in an attempt to 
get away from the hungry Salton Sea, 
the Southern Pacific failed! to. put in 
the usual number of culverts and open- 
ings. The result was that the unex- 
pected heavy rains awept dewn upon 
the upper side of the track, which 
formed a dam several miles long and the 
flood thereby accumulated foreo suffi-

To them 
all and to nearly Irishmen in catap 
also who had expressed a desire for 
similar information Sullivan issued a 
statement today. He offers to handle 
all bets they make on Gans to win the 
fight, under a guarantee that if the 
fight is won by Nelson on a foul, or 
there is any sign of a fake, their 
money shali be returned. His guaran- 
tee is indorsed by James Degan, cash- 
ier of the Nye Ormsby Bank, a man 
of the same nationality.

Profits of School Book Ring 
Are Enormous. 


Governor Pardee Stands in 
Monopoly. 


State’s School Children ‘Are 
Heavily Mulcted. 


Gov. Pardee asserts that the Ameri- 
can Book Company's (the trust) school 


hear books adopted by the Text- book Com- 


mittee, consisting practically of him- 
self and Superintendent Kirk, for use 
in the grammar schools of California, 
were in every instance the first choice 
of the secret readers employed to ex- 
amine and report on text-books, 

The manner in which the assertion 
is made is characteristically Pardeeian. 
The Times had said that with one pos- 
sible exception “in no instance was the 
American Book Company's book the 
first choice of the secret readers.“ The 
Governor says: “The contrary was and 
is the fact,” and accuses the writer 
of The Times article of deliberate, in- 
tentional falsification. The only possible 
construction of Gov. Pardee’s assertion 
is that all books adopted by the com- 
mittee were the first choice of the 
readers, 

Superintendent Kirk also seeks to 
convey the same impression less direct- 
ly, when he says: “The unanimous 
choice of the committee has been made 
in ev instance, only after the text 
chosen been highly commended by 
the expert critics to whom the various 
texts had first been submitted for ex- 
amination.” 

SPLITTING SERIES. 

One of the earlier adoptions of the 
committee was the geography series. 
The committee adopted an elementary 
geougrapay of a series not published by 
the trust, but split the series and se- 
lected for the higher grades, the books 
of the trust. Splitting of series is con- 
demned unanimously by educators. 
Books in series are 80 prepared as to 
carry the student along through a sub- 
ject on a consistent, consecutive sys- 
tem, and to divide the series, is to 
break the continuity of study. In sev- 
eral instances the Text-book Commit- 
tee has split series for the obvious pur- 
pose of giving the trust“ the most 
profitable part of the business.

CROP ONE-HALF. 


BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

BOSTON, Aug. 2.—[{Exclu- 
give Dispatch.) The charge is 
made in an official report, made 
public today by the Rhode Isi- 
and Bureau of Industrial Sta- 
tistics, that the ice trust, the 
American Ice Company, con-

THE SCHOOLS. 
Every intelligent and honest citi- 


zen of California desires and demands 
that the best text-books obtainable 


shall be placed in the hands of chil- 
dren who attend the public schools. 
The public school system is the foun- 
dation of the republic. The education 
given to American children determines 
the character of the government and 
affects vitally the growth of the nation, 
moral and material. Any injury to the 
schools is a wrong to the body politic 
and tends to retard civilization. Those 
are axiomatic truths to every Amer- 


ican worthy of the name. 
The best text-books in the world are 


none too good for the schools of Cali- 
fornia; nothing short of the best is 
good enough. No need to argue in 
support of that assertion. 

But there are two citizens of Califor- 
nia who do not desire that the best text- 


; books shall be placed in the hands of 


our children, and who have so con- 
trived that inferior books are fur- 
nished by the State in order that a 
trust, notoriously a corrupting infiu- 
ence in public school affairs, may de- 
rive great profits in royalties from the 
pockets of the people. The two citizens 
who have so prostituted the public 
school system are Gov. Pardee and 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Kirk. 

The methods by which Pardee and 


Kirk have imposed inferior books upon 


the schools, in opposition to the judg- 
ment of an overwhelming majority_of 
educational experts and teachers, have 
been exposed by The Times, and have 
been well known to the State Board of 
Education for more than a year. In an 
attempt to refute the statements of fact 
made by The Times, Gov. Pardee has 
resorted to his customary tactics in 


discussion. He has raised a vociferous 


dust over non-essentials, dodged the 
main question and made positive asser- 
tions that cannot be reconciled with 
the officially recorded facts. He has 
denied with violent emphasis what no- 
body ever said, and while accusing 
others of lying has departed widely 
from the truth. 

In another column the specific mis- 
statements made by Gov. Pardee and

In point of 
fact, Mr. Shonts would have no right, 
in and of himself, to make a pledge of 
this kind, and of course he tells the 
truth when he declares that he did not 
make it.

„ William J. Bryan set sail from 
Gibraltar for the United States yester- 
day, and he will reach New York on 
August 29, barring accidents. “It is 


not likely,” says the dispatch bearing 


the above information, “that Bryan 


will land in New York before August 
30, the date fixed for the reception to 


be given to him by Democrats from all 
parts of the country.” The further in- 
formation is given out that this recep- 
tion will be “one of the most remark- 
able demonstrations ever given to a 
private citizen.”

FOR DIGNITY. 


Brave Lieutenant Drops 
Doton Fire Escape. 


Private Thrown Out, and the 
Conqueror Sneaks. 


Sorrowful Sequence of Co. 
F Maneuvers. 


A dignified but scared military ofi- 
cer trying to shin down a fire escape 
to avoid arrest. 

Patrol wagon coming up on a full 
gallop in answer to a riot call. 

Both soldiers sliding down the front 
steps of the Armory, head-first and 
very much in a hurry. 

With these fierce scenes, Co. F. the 
old “trouble maker of the Seventh 
Regiment, brought its military career 
to a grand-stand finish last night. 

From mere force of habit, the com- 
pany had another row with Lieut. 
Jesse McComas, who was recently in 
the Police Court for the misconduct 
of his horse pistol, which poked its 
cold muzzle into the bare tummy of a 
Co. F private who was taking a bath. 

These Co. F tragedies always start 
when Lieut. McComas orders some Co. 
F man to leave the Armory; then the 


“rough house” comes on. It was 80 
again last night.

Whatever diabolica! insinuation there 
is in calling s man a political janitor” 
the cavairy lieutenant promptly 
avenged by grabbing the offending 
Ftizsimn.ons by the scruff of the neck. 

The fleeting form which was seen 
skating down the Armory stairs head- 
first, was Private Fitzsimmons. 

Members of the company claim that 
McComas followed the 
private and threw him the rest of the 
way downstairs, rtepping om his little 
finger as a final parting. . 

In about two seconds there was the 
ground work of a fine fight. 

As McComas came back up fhe stairs, 
with fire in his eye, C. E. Brain, who 
is a deputy sheriff and a member of the 
former Company F. stepped out of the 
surging crowd and was about to place 
McComas under arrest when the door 
of the brigade headquarters’ room 
burst suddenly open. 

A Small chunky soldier strode out in 
his shirt sleeves. It was Col. Schreiber, 
whose now celebrated “roast” of Co. 
F, brought on the whole: treuble that 
has rent the National Guafrt, 

With one accord, the Co. F men 
turned furiously on him. In the diver- 
sion, McComas slipped into his own 
office and Col. Schreiber shut the door 
and planted himself before it, facing 


to Brain. 

“A deputy sheriff," said the former 
sergeant, “and I don't have to click 
my heels together any more when I 
talk to you.” 

The first sergeant of the disbanded 
company came pushing through the 
crowd belligerently and, pounding one 
hand with the other fist, confronted 
Schreiber with these words: Tou 
said I was no 80 tg 

“Did I ever tell you that?“ asked 
Schreiber swiftly. 

“No, but you said 16.“ roared 
former non-com., who is an old regular 
army man. 

Another man came out of the crowd. 
and said something sneering about the 
ability of the officers to “keep order.” 

The talk grew so hot and angry that 
Col. Schreiber evidently believed he 
would be attacked. He swung around 
quickly until his back against the 
stair-railing, and said, with flashing 


eyes: 

“If you men have come here for 
trouble, you might as well start it now.

Looking up, it is claimed they saw a 
distinguished and authoritative leg 
stealing slowly and cautiously out on 
the fire escape. They gave a yell that 
Lieut. McComas was endeavoring to 
shin down the escape and get away. 

The cautious leg paued and drew 
back. McComas was seen no more. 

Just then the paymaster arrived 
and the men were formed in line for 
pay. Many of them got their pay, 
about #0. Others had sold their 
claims to a woman stock broker, who 
sat around the corridors with aaughty 
dignity while the “rough house” went 


on. 

Col. Schreiber returned to his office, 
and the men left the armory just as 
the patrol wagon came tearing up the 
street. 

A rapid consultation was held wita 
the police as to whether ‘twere best 
to storm the citadel] and take out Me- 
Comas by force. It was decided at 
length that it would be best to walt 
until this morning and swear out a 
warrant against him. 

That is the usual custom when Me- 
Comas has a row wita Co. F and is 
errested. 

As a final crusher, the former first 
sergeant of the disbanded company 
gave the order to Fall in,” and the 

mpany formed once more and for 
he last time just under the window of 
Col. Schrieber, where he could hear 
the orders ringing out. 

There is a bunch of trouble stil! 
coming. however, before Co. F passes 
into history. The former members of 
that organization will soon bring suit 
against the armory board for what 
they claim to be their share of $2500 
treasury funds. 

The armory board consists of the 
captains of the various companies and 
the colonel of the regiment. It has 
charge of a general fund contributed 
to by the various organizations for the 
purposes of keeping up the armory 
property. 

There is something over $2000 in the 
treasury. and the members of the dis- 
banded company demand their share

tiring members of a society would 
heve to the funds of the treasury 
when they leave its ranks.
